Through the cen ter of the tun , 
where it curves outward in a huge swell, 
it measures twen ty-on e feet; the d iameter 
at tlie en d s is eighteen feet,

HO,000 gallon s of d ry win e.

stan d the en ormous pressure of this bulk, 
three iron rod s are carried from en d to 
« mil. where they are riveted in oaken 
beams of great siae an d stren gth. 
The 
hoops an * of iron . 
There are fourteen of 
them an d they weigh three ton s. 
Each 
hoop is six in ches broad an d about n third 
of un in ch in thickn ess. 
They are well 
groomed hoops, an d shin e as if in con 
«7an t con tact with an emery wheel*. 
But everythin g about the great tun be­ 
token s the great care that is taken of it. 
Its oaken surface is polished to such a 
d egree that the sun loves to creep in 
tltrough the* prison like win d ows an d 
d an ce upon its shin in g bulk.

also larger than an y bird n ow livin g, its 
height havin g been ten or twclvo feet 
Its “d rumstick” was thirty to thirty-two 
in ches lon g an d its eggs so largo that a 
hat would make a good egg cup for 
them. 
The famous dodo, a fifty pound bird of 
Mauritius, was onoe well known to the 
Dutch, but has not been reported as seen 
during the last 200 years.

Petersburg; with Col, Way. of Savan n ah, 
who has just lieen appoin ted u< his suc­ 
cessor, an d with Col. Coleman , of Min a*, 
but n ow a resid en t of this city, who w:.i. 
Howells’ successor as con sul to Ven ice, 
where he resid ed for four years. 
In 
Washin gton ex -con suls, ex -min isters, c*X- 
gen erals an d ex -everythin gs, from sen a­ 
tors to d oorkeepers, ar® as thick as black­ 
berries. 
It seems as if all the people here 
had , at on ® time or an other, been upon a 
foreign mission , if on ly to carry shad 
eggs to En glan d . 
In clud in g salary, fees an d everythin g, 
the office of con sul gen eral at St. Peters­ 
burg is n ot worth more than $3,500 a 
year. 
The cost of livin g is as d ear there 
as in other cities. 
What with ren ts an d 
housekeepin g an d servan ts the con sul is 
lucky if ho squeezes through on all he 
can get. 
The social position of a con sul 
gen e ral is n ot a high on e. He is regard « « ! 
purely as a commercial agen t, an d has n o 
relation s whatever with the d iplomatic 
corps of the court. 
He calls upon the 
American min ister upon his arrival aad 
uikjii the con suls of other n ation s. After­ 
ward his relation s are wholly with the 
commercial class, people who have n oth­ 
in g to d o with an d are n ever ad mitted to 
the govern in g class. 
There are less than 
a d ozen American s in St. Petersburg, a 
fact which requires the con sul to len rn to 
speak Russian if he ex pects to get on 
with tolerable comfort. 
Gen . Youn g 
tells me that he mad e it a poin t to master 
300 of the most common Russian word s, 
an d with these he was able to hold 
lV 
ord in ary con versation . 
He speaks of Russia as a glorious coun ­ 
try, an d says it has been more richly on - j 
d owed bv n ature than the Un ited States, i 
It has rli climates, grows everythin g that

min erals. 
The Russian s tliin k n otii in g of 
haulin g iron ore on sled s 300 miles over the 
Know, an d man ufacturin g it in to iron at a 
profit, a feat which would lx* d eemed im­ 
possible in this coun try. 
Cold weather

Petersburg, as early as September, but 
from May 1 on ward the weather is 
charmin g* Gen . Youn g says he was 
n ever un comfortable, as 
regard s the 
weather, while in St. Petersburg, al­ 
though there is often a d ifferen ce of 8 0 
d ogs, in temperature between the inside 
an d outsid e of the house. There are d ays, 
however, when n o on e ven tures out, the 
weather bein g un bearable. ■ Covered or 
closed sled ges an d carriages are used an d 
these are often heated . 
But the weather 
ex erts a stran ge in fluen ce, prod ucin g un ­ 
pleasan t effects. 
For three mon ths after 
his arrival the gen eral was un able to sleep 
more than three og four hours at n ight. 
He said to me:

furiously for a d ozen miles, then I would 
eat a big d in n er an d go to bed again kan d 
man age te> get some sleep.”
